Busse, 
Jr.. president of the Mt. Prospect 
State Bank, was hesitant about be­ 
ing quoted, but stated Wednesday 
morning that as soon as it was def­ 
initely known the details regarding 
the bank reopening, he would issue 
a public statement. 
This bank supplied its customers 
with change during the m orator­ 
ium and otherwise aided them as 
much as they were allowed under 
the restrictions in force.
